QUEBEC TERCENTENARY. 


;Grand Pageant to be Presented in 


| Commemoration of Early Can- 


| adian History. 


Quebee, May 29.—Chief among the 
| festivities of the Quebee Tercenten- 
ary in July next will stand out those 
great and dramatic scenes of the Pa- 
geant which will show forth to the 
world what great things were done .n 
Canada in the days of old, and how 
filled with romance and chivalry is 
every page of early Canadian history. 

Mr. Frank Lascelles, the Master of 
Pageant, fresh from his last 
vear at Oxford, and having already 
in hand the pageant of 1909 in Lon- 
don, with its 15,000 performers, has 
just taken the people of Quebec into 
his confidence and has explained to 


success 


them what a pageant really is, and 
exactly what the coming representa- 
tions upon the Plains of Abraham we 
to be like. Among other things he 
said 

“Tt. is no there spectacular or thea- 


trical performance which you are yo- 
ing to organize or in which you are 
going to take part. It is a great nis- 
torical. representation, which will 
leave its mark on the time and will 


be remembersd as one of the great 
things which were done in Quebec 
in this generation. 


“Tt will give a keener interest to the 
study of your great beginnings, it will 
show forth in flesh and blood before 
you the great men and women whose 
deeds of bravery and heroic suffering 
have made this. country what it is. 

It will show the noble hearted ideas 
which prompted the pioneers in their 
pilgrimage from Old. France and will 
make all Canada realize that here in 
this ancient city, this city set upon a 
rock, was the eradle and birthplace 
of their great country. 

“And the world is prepared to honor 
vour festivities as few festivities have 
been. honored before. 

“The heir to the throne of your 
mighty Empire is coming to show his 
respect to the memory of the. great 
founder of Canada, Samuel de Cham- 
plain. 

“The soldiers and battleships of 
three great nations which were once 
at war, will come to show how much 
greater and ‘more powerful is peace, 
and side by side in this city, where 
once all three were at enmity, will 
march the representatives of America, 
of England and of France. 

“Tt is a striking fact and off@on 
which you are undoubtedly to be con- 


gratulated that you should have 
chosen to commemorate the. three 
hundredth year of your foundation 


by a form of celebration which is new 
and -vet old; a form which sets out 
with all the charms that a beautiful 
situation, a great history and a chi- 
valrous and poetic-minded people can 
give—a country’s history. 

“Tt will enable the youth of this 
country to realize better than they 
have ever done hefore the gieatness of 
your national history. it will show 
forth with all the adjuncts of archeo- 
logical accuracy, beautiful color, 
stately ceremonial, and the sweet 
tones of music, the great events that 
you have to remember. 

“On the corner of the Plains’ «f 
Abraham with the grounds of March- 
mont on the right and the river flow- 
ing beyond and. below, a grand stand 
ig already in course of erection, which 
will seat many. thousands. of onlook- 
ers; and. on the broad stretch in front 
of it; between the grand stand and 
the river, will be reproduced ~with as 
great exactitude as possible, the. stir- 
ring seenes of early days. 

“But briefly, we shall see-as the 
strains of .the overture die away, a 
group of wigwams_ set beneath the 
trees and a wild Indian dance in. pro- 
gress on the banks, Jaeques Cartier 
comes in sight with his crew and 
plants in the earth in the midst of 
the assembled Indians’ the © mighty 
cross which the golden lilies 
and the arms of France. 

“After a scene which will recall as 
vividly as history can help us to do 
the actual progress of events, he reads 
to the crowded savages, grouped en 
the banks of the river, as he did near- 
ly four hundred years ago, the fam- 
iliar words of the Holy Gospel of St. 
John, Then down. he goes to the 
river to embark on the ship which is 
to bring him back to France. 
the French. pioneers. and the 
Indians pass out of view and we «are 
transported in our imagination to the 
court of France. The same green- 
sward is under foot and the same sky 


bears 


“So 


is over head, but the strains of mus- 
ic and groups of gay courtiers show 
us that the seene is no longer a lt- 
tle village on cliffs at the river side, 
but that this is the court of Fran- 
cois Premier at Fontainebleau. 


In great stnte he rides at the head 


of his ealvaeade, and Cartier, avho has 
returned from his voyage to the west, 
is brought before him and tells him 
of his wanderings and presents some 
Indians whom. he: nag brought . back 
with him from. the New World. 
Then they ride on and ‘the seene 
change again Once more we are at 


the Court of France but here it is the 
court assembled at the Louvre and a 
throne is set up in the centre and 
tapestries unfolded round, while gor- 
geous halberdiers ‘keep guard, The 
court of Henry TV, has succeeded toat 
of Francis I,; redplendent in satins 
and silks of many colors, the ladies 
and gentlemen troop in. A pavane is 
danced before the King, who arrives 
in state, and to a young man, who 
stands at the foot of the throne, is 
given a commission to set out where 
Cartier had gone before, and Cham- 
plain receives his orders from the 
King. 

Then back the next scené brings us 
to the little village of Stadacona, and 
Champlain with his girl wife is re- 
‘ceived with wonder by the savages. 

“The years again pass by, and 


Champlain and his wife are long 
since dead, Stadacona has become 
, Quebec and the populace has increas- 
,ed to over 200. The Governor, Mont- 
magny, goes down with his guard 
and receives the gentle and holy 
mother Marie and the ladies from Old 
France who have given up their lives 
to bring the name of Christ to the 
new country. She teaches the little 
children the Bible stories that were 
taught to each of us at our mother's 
knee and the scene passes on. 

“A fort is being defended by 17 
brave young Frenchmen against the 
hordes of Iroquois, and the flying ar- 
rows, the awful war-whoops and final 
burning of the fort, reeall to us some 
of the terrors and martyrdoms through 
Which our forerunners had to pass. 


“Then. the ashes of the little fort 
are swept aside and the sound of 
chanting falls upon our ears. . The 


great archbishop, Mgr. de Laval, sur- 
rounded with all the stately ceremony 
of the church comes down to meet 
the representative of the King, who 
resplendent among his courtiers and 
hig nobles, pays reverent homage to 
the chureh. 

“In the presence of the fur traders 
and the merehants, Daumont de Saint 
Lusson takes possession of the coun- 
try of the west, and later on, the 
brave Frontenae gives his answer ‘ut 


the mouth of my guns,” to the ,de- 
mands of Phips. 

“Last seene of all, side by side, 
shoulder to. shoulder, French ind 


English together, victors both, in one 
great parade of honor, march. our 
brave heroes of the past, a wonderful 
assembly, an inspiration to the world. 
In the centre Jacques Cartier with 
his cross, Champlain, Mother Marie, 
Dollard, Monsigneur de Laval, Dau- 
mont de Saint Lusson, Frontenac and 
many more, without number, and be- 
vond, the soldiers of three great na’ 
tions, sent-to do honor to the living 
descendants of these brave men; 
while below on the river, the mighty 
battleships boom out, in a salute with 
all the assembled multitude, to ihe 
Past, the Present and the Future of 
Canada, the golden. granary of the 
world.” ‘

LEARNING TO WALK. 


How to Teach Baby the Art of Stand- 
ing Alone. ( 

By the time he is eleven months old 
baby will usually try to stand alone or 
even walk a few steps, and before this 
age no effort should be made to hasten 
him in this development. He may be a 
week or more occasionally scrambling 
to his feet and holding to a chair with- 
out showing the slightest inclination to 
walk. Walking be will do in time, and 
once he becomes fascinated with the 
joy it is well to wateh that he does not 
overdo and strain the leg muscles, not 
to mention weaken the bones. 

When an infant !s learning to walk 
tenders are excellent, for they give sup- 
port that prevents injury from sudden 
falls. The tender is a movable pen, as 
it were, in which there is a little seat. 
As the child begins to walk the seat 
may be removed, and he can stand up- 
right within the little inclosure that 
before many days he will try to push 
in front of him. He must not be al- 
lowed to tire himself at this work, and 
a few minutes at a time Is all thar 
should be permitted.

To Kill the Gophers 


Strychine is the most. effective known 
poison for killing the pocket gopher and 
this method is. reeommended by the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
for general use. Strychnia sulphate is 
the most convenient form of the poison 
since it is freely: soluable in hot water 
and in the natural juices used for bait. 
To disguise its bitterness so that the 
gophers may not be deterred do as 
follows : Dissolve an ounce of strychine 
sulphate in a pint of boiling water. Add 
a pint of thick sugar. syrup scented by 
adding a few drops of oil of anise but 
this ismot essential. If reserved ina 
closed véssel the syrup will keep indefi- 
nitely. 

The above quantity is sufficient to 
poison a half bushel of grain. The grain 
is steeped in hot water and allowed to 
soak over night. It is drained and soak- 
ed for several hours in the poisoned syrup. 
Before using meal may be added to take 
up the excess of moisture. 


The Longest “Straight.” 

To the Buenos Aires and Pacifie 
cailway belongs the peculiar distinction 
of having on fts system the. longest 
straight stretch of railway in the 
world. The length of this is 205% 
miles, and it is situated on the main 
line, between 158 and 363% miles from 
Buenos Aires. The straight was for- 
merly broken by reverse curves form- 
ing a detour around Lake Soria. The 
longer portion was then 175 miles long 
and was even then the world’s record. 
The lake having, however, practically 
dried up, the company suppressed the 
curves, and the cutoff was opened to 
service on Oct. 15, 1907. It seems that 
when the line was set out in the sev- 
enties, at which time the country was 
in the hands of the Indians, after leay- 
Ing Junin, which was a military out- 
post and the last point of contact with 
the Buenos Alres civilization, a course 
of about west-northwest was set and the 
line run straight across the flat pampas 
until it met another line about sixty 
miles long, which was pushed out east- 
ward from the western terminus, Villa 
Mercedes, There were no obstacles of 
importance to ‘avoid, and hence the 
phenomenal bee line.—Engineer,
